A ten-foot arcade will be cut 
through the south half of the 
present postoffice building, ex­ 
tending to a court in the rear of 
the Palm Canyon frontage. New 
business buildings will face on 
this court, accessible 
to

shoppers.

zones for these stores w ill be on 
Indian avenue.

The most spectacular, dramatic and history- 
making news ever to be recorded by the press is 
avalanching across the news pages of the world 
with the new and unfamiliar dateline: “SHAEF”— 
which stands for “Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Expeditionary Force.”

As the Allied forces thunder on to Berlin, news 
of the mighty battle will sweep all lesser items 
aside, for it is the news most eagerly desired. 
Much of it will continue to carry the new dateline 
born on the morning of the biggest invasion of all 
history. Just how long that designation will con­ 
tinue to exist as a continental news source, prob­ 
ably Hitler alone knows. 
We only know that on the day Berlin falls and 
Hitler capitulates, the “Expeditionary” force will 
become an “Army of Occupation.” Until then, the 
war-wrought dateline, “SHAEF,” will likely pre­ 
face the biggest news ever released to a world at 
war, and because of that, it probably will be re­ 
membered for a long time after the world once 
more is at peace.

When X-Day comes, marking the fall of Hitler’s 
European fortress, the American home front must 
be as well prepared as our invasion troops were 
when they hit the French coast on D-Day, if we 
are to absorb the terrific impact of sudden eco­ 
nomic dislocations and not be staggered by the 
blow. 
That, in substance, represents the over-all con­ 
clusion of a special Senate Committee on X-Day 
Planning, which has just rendered its preliminary 
report. And even though the defeat of Nazi Ger­ 
many may still be many months distant, the plans 
for X-Day, warns the Committee, must be laid well 
in advance, with definite decisions reached as to 
the steps to be taken. 
One of the sticklers in X-Day Planning is that the 
war will be only half won with the collapse of 
Hitler’s Europe, but the defeat of Germany, none­ 
theless. is expected to recoil sharply on our war 
economy, with the result that the post-war recon­ 
struction job must start before the fighting actually 
ends. Just a few of the plans for X-Day include 
the establishment of a general demobilization 
office, speedy termination of unnecessary war con­ 
tracts and clearing of the plants in preparation for 
other work, wise marketing of surplus war pro­ 
perty, new peace-time or “twilight zone” construc­ 
tion projects for which materials must be available 
immediately, re-training of war workers and return 
of many such workers to their former homes, dras­ 
tic reduction of governmental spending, the re­ 
opening of foreign trade, and unemployment in­ 
surance for jobless workers. 
Of primary importance, we believe, is the pro­ 
posal that “war taxation should end with the end 
of the war,” so that a revision of tax laws can be 
worked out which will encourage capital to invest 
in industry and provide a vast, new pool of employ­ 
ment. We are glad to note that War Mobilization 
Director Byrnes believes this downward revision 
of taxes should come “as soon as possible after 
X-Day.” Above all, when our fighting men come 
home, we can’t have the home front cluttered with 
the wreckage of our war economy. 
When X-Day 
comes, we, too, must be ready!

Congressman Norris Poulson of 
Los Angeles represents the 13th 
California District in the Con­ 
gress. He has been doing a splen­ 
did job, as you would expect af­ 
ter his record in the State Assem­ 
bly. He is an accountant, which 
explains his interest in tax m at­ 
ters and also the following little 
analysis he sent to the papers of 
his district some tome ago: 
“435 members make up the 
House of Representatives; 
234 
are lawyers, 30 farmers, 27 teach­ 
ers, 60 businessmen, 23 writers 
and 
columnists, 9 
government 
workers, 26 show no classifica­ 
tion, 4 are medical doctors, one of 
them a medical missionary, 1 vet­ 
erinarian, 2 dentists, 1 druggist, 
1 professional football player, 9 
insurance agents, 2 engineers, 1 
minister, 2 certified public ac­ 
countants, 1 in the m ilitary serv­ 
ice, 1 in the naval service.” 
The House is constantly chang­ 
ing, more so than one might think 
until you consider the size, the 
ages, the strain of the job. Deaths 
average more than one a month. 
The figures mean in many cases 
the occupations when elected, as 
they show in the Congressional 
Directory. 
Congressman Poulson p o i n t s 
out that the Southern States, the 
“Old South” as we say in the 
Congress, are represented princi­ 


pally by attorneys. The most 
“farmers” are from Illinois, 3 of 
them; the most “businessmen” are 
from New York, 13. The western 
and middle states have the great­ 
est diversity in classifications in 
their delegations. 
Poulson’s 
comment o n th e 
Southern States is interesting. 
One of the things a new man in 
the present Congress notices im­ 
mediately is that so many of the 
c o m m i , t t e e chairmanships are 
held by members from the South. 
That is because the South elects 
a man to Congress and keeps him 
there indefinitely. He acquires 
experience and he advances step 
by step in influence, under the 
seniority rule. This is to the great 
advantage of the South. The 
western states have n o t y e t 
grasped this idea, and so change 
their representatives more fre- 
quntly, in the competition be­ 
tween parties, or in competitions 
between individuals. The new 
man starts again at the bottom, to 
begin the patient climb to in­ 
fluence. Then the West complains 
that it is not recognized and says 
that it is not understood. The 
South says nothing; just climbs. 
Poulson’s analysis reminds me 
of the amusing little speech Con­ 
gressman Victor Wickersham of 
Oklahoma made when called on 
at informal dinners during the 
visit of the guayule investigating 


committee to California s o m e 
weeks ago. He would say: “Con­ 
gress has in -it 9 Poles, 3 French­ 
men, 3 Czecholsovakians, 2 Finns, 
1 Scandinavian, 2 Swedes, 1 Nor­ 
wegian, 1 Dutchman, 20 Irish­ 
men, 
1 
Mexican, 
1 
Negro, 7 
women, 7 Jews, 4 in wheel chairs, 
4 dead, and 350 just like you and 
me!” 
There’s the heart of the story; 
Congress is just like you and me. 
Congress is the cross section of 
America.
